Politieal dll!l:uftlu in the Pacific
are clearing up, except the uncertainty
with regard to the unity of the Chinese
Governments,

The Bhantung problem seems sure (o
be solved by Japan's recent offer to
withdraw from the province, retnining
only a joint control with Chinn over
the rallroads there. A similar attitude
with rd to the twenty-one demands
is confidently expected, Japan Is vire
tually abandoning the political pene-
tration of China, except Manchuria, and
in spite of official deninls, this country
Is likely to be found indulgent toward
itlliﬂm's ambitions in that quarter of

sia,

Conflict on Naval Fases

But some of the principles announced
in Tokio regarding disarmament in the
Pacific run counter to this country's
plans to operate its navy chiefly in that
neenn, is country has no adequute
naval bages in the Pacific. If Jupan's
position is thet no new naval bases
shnll be comstructed anywhere in the
Pacifie, the United States can never
uperate more than a part of her navy in
lﬁ: ocean and the control of the -
cific will remnin indefinitely the
hands of Japan.

If Japan means simply that this
country shall agree not to construct
naval bases In the Philippines and
Guam, it Is possible that this country
will agree, for it is not likely that the
Iimitation of armaoment will mean any-
thing if the United States proceeds to
bring its navy within striking distance
of the Far Dast,

But there remains the western const
line for the United Btates. This coun-
try will hardly agree that it cannot con-
struct in California, Washington or
Oregon, or perhnps in Hawaii, naval
ntntfonu adequnte for the basing of the
Ameriean Fleet in the Western waters.
And there is also Alaska that is a part
of the const line of the United States,
Harbors on it really lie nearer Japan
than any of the island possessions of the
United Btates, In the case of war with
Japan, these hiarbors would be immense-
ly important either for the defense of
the United States, or, if selzed hy the
Japanese Navy, for an attack upon the
west const of the Tnited Stutes,

Thus while an agreement to limit
noval armament in the future assures
the supremacy of the United States on
the seas generally as the power having
or to have when the present building
programs are completed probably the
strongest navy in the world, an agree-
ment such ns Japan suggests, limiting
naval bases in the Pacific, would leave
Japan supreme in that ocean, at least
in the Eastern part of that ocean.

Also it is a little uncertain what is
meant by the Japanese suggestion that
“Powers should minimize the scope of
their amament to the same degree ns
that country having the smallest naval
strength of those concerned.' The end
is deseribed to be that no Power should
possess such a force as to obtain a de-
elsive vietory over any other I'ower in
the agreement,

Expect Japan to Yield

This suggests that other countries
cut down to the standard of Japan or
that Japan be nllowed to expand more
than its greater rivals. The suggestion
that present building programs be car-
ried out, though delayed, looks in the
same direction, Japan having the larg- |
est building program. .

‘hen the conference nctually gets
down to work the same considerations,
the necessity of working harmoniously
with this country and England, which
in cousing Japan to abandon her ag-
gressive political poliey in the Far East
in Shantung and with regard to the
twenty-one demands, will, no doubt,
enuse her to vield somewhat of her po-
sition regarding the naval status quo
in the Far Enst,

But experts who have been working
here upon disnrmament are confronted
by the difficulty of finding auy basis for
measuring future naval armament, It
s impossible to say so many battleships,
#0 many criuisers, 80 many submarines,
mny he buillt because the Interests of
"the wvarfous navies differ.
